CHICAGO, Jan. 23.—Twelve persons were 
injured in a fire that broke out this after- 
moon in the Masonic Temple, a 20-story

For a time there was danger of a serious 


panic and loss of life, but the elevators 


kept runing through the flamesand smoke, 
until every person in the building was out. 
Many persons escaped by the stairways 
and gome by the fire escapes—one man 
coming down from the fourteenth story. 
The éntire fire department was soon at 
the scene, and by quick work prevented a 
i ana repetition of the Iroquois disaster. 
Firemen were summoned by an alarm 
tically sent in from the rooms 
ae tn. fire began. The firemen quickly

Explosion Sounded 
the Alarm. 


The origin of the fire was in an explosion 
of chemicals in a doctor's office on the 
fifth floor. The explosion was a sufficient 
motice of danger to the occupants of the 
floors immediately above and below, but 
Was unheard by hundreds of other persons 
in the vast structure who received their 
Warning when suddenly confronted with 
walls of dense smoke. 

Fiames followed the explosion and quickly 
epread to the floors above. Men and wom- 
en rushed wildly for the stairs and eleva- 
tors. So rapidly did the immense skyscrap- 
er fill with amoke that the firemen found it 
almost impossible to work within the walls 

In a short time the fire was raging on 
three floors containing many chemical es- 
tablishments and doctor's offices. Further 
explosions were momentarily feared. As at 
the fTroquols catastrophe. Fire Marshal 
Musham was soon personally on hand. and 
he quickly warned his men of the danger. 

@hortly after the arrival of the engines 
a tdder was raised at the southwest cor- 
ner of the building and a fireman decended 
to the fifth floor, where the fire was burn- 
ing. As he broke the window a cheer went

Col. Dyer says a hot 
political campaign in Kansas in 
which Senator Burton is interest- 
ed will probably induce him to take 
even more prompt action than 
otherwise would be the case. 

Dennis was before the grandjury Satur- 
day morning; Mahaney was before it two 
or three days ago. W. E. Cochran, chief 
postoffice inspector, has also been before 
the grandjury. It is supposed these three 
men gave the information upon which the 
indictment was found. 

It is stated that the United States will 
use Dennis and Mahaney as its chief wit- 
nesses. 

The nine counts tn the indictment refer 
to the same alleged offense, enumerating 
that Senator Burton received checks from 
the Rialto company, signed by Mahaney 
as vice-president, Nov. 22, 1902, March 26, 
i908, and at other times between those 
dates, amounting to $500 for each of the 
five months, or a total of $2500. 

He is charged with using his influence as 
a United States Senator to prevent the 
issuance of a fraud order, then being con- 
sidered against the Rialto Grain and Secu- 
rities Co. 

Each of the five checks, it is alleged, was 
indorsed by Burton.

BURTON SAYS HE WILL 
COME TO ST. LOUIS AT ONCE 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—In speaking of 
the indictment, Senator Burton said he 
could not imagine why it had been found. 
He was employed as attorney for PMennis 
to defend him against an indictment, which 
hud been brought against Dennis. The 
only connection with the postorfice depart- 
ment was when Dennis came here to con- 
sult with him (Burton) as to the proceed- 
ings, and the senator aecompanied Dennis 
to the postoffice department and asked if 
any charges had been filled ainst Dennis 
He further asked Inspector Cochran to itn- 
form him (Burton) if charges were filed 
against Dennis in future.

RIALTO COMPANY WAS THE 
OUTGROWTH OF FRICTION 


The R'alto Grain and Securities Co. was 
organized in the summer of 1902 by Maj. 
Hugh C. Dennis. Dennis had come to St. 
Louls from Canada a few years previously 
and had become the general agent for an 
insurance company. 

Charles H. Brooks, in the spring of 1902, 
organized the Brooks Brokerage and Com- 
mission Co. In the summer he went to 
California and asked Dennis to conduct the 
business for him while he was away. 

Friction arose between Brooks and Den- 
nis when Brooks returned and then Dennis 
Organized the Rialto company. 

Associated with him were W. D. Ma- 
haney, who became secretary; William 
Leftwitch, Andrew D. Hardie and Hector 
McLeod. McLeod is a Canadian whom 
Dennis invited to St. Louis. 

From the beginning the Rialto company 
did a flourishing business. Its officers 
flooded the country with circulars and 
pamphlets inviting investors to place their 
money with the company for speculation in 
grain.

In his latest communication, “‘Scrupulous 
Conacience’’ takes even greater precautions 
to conceal his identity than in earlier let- 
ters. 

Evidently the effort made to locate the 
mysterious ‘“‘remitter’’ several weeks ago 
has placed ‘the writer of the letters on his 
guard. With Mr. Cobb’s remittance came 
no letter, the address on the envelope print- 
/ed in bold double-lined characters, only the 
words “St. Louis Mo." bearing the least 
| resemblance to script. Inside the envelope 
, were two slips of paper, cut to fit snugly, 
and taken from a balance sheet of a piece 
of ledger-ruled paper pearing no water 
mark or possibly means of identification 
such as is carried by note paper. 

The two $100 gold notes were pinned to 
these sheets. On one of them is printed the 
name ‘“‘Scrupulis Consciense.”’ 


Poor Spelling 
Is by Design. 


The address on the envelope .and the 
character of the printing of the names led 
to the conclusion that the misspelling 
was done with a purvose. 

The letter is addressed: 

Hon. 8. W. Cobb, 
4444 Westminster place, 
St. Louis, Mo. 

It was found in the morning mail by 
Mrs. Cobb, who showed it to her husband, 
calling to him that “it looked like a 
valentine.’’ At Mr. Cobb’s request, she 
opened it and found the money. Mr. Cobb, 
who was greatly interested in the ‘Scrup- 
ulous Conscience’ remittances, took it at 
once and examined it carefully. He has 
made a:-study of handwriting, and is quite 
confident that it was not addressed by any 


confident that it was addressed by the 


same man who wrote the other letters. 

Mr. Cobb is also at a loss to understand 
why the money should be sent to him, as he 
is. unable to recail any 
transaction from which 
sum of money might 
him. ’ 

The mystery of “Scrupulous Conscience” 
grows deeper as the remittances are con- 
sidered. There is not the least resemblance 
in the lines of bus'ness of the recipients. 
Few business careers would call one man 
in contact with the interests represented 
in the list.
